It is declared that the shares of the plain 
tiff in the businesses would be Annus - 81- in a 
rupee, while that of the defendants would also 
be Annas - 8 - in a rupee . The partnership 
shall be deemed to have been dissolved from 
2nd December 1947 , the date of the institution 
of the suit .
